A Threat Liaison Officer (TLO) is any peace officer, firefighter, emergency manager, EMS provider, 
federal agent, military investigative/intelligence personnel, or anyone in the public/private sector 
working closely with the public safety/homeland security community, who has been properly certified by 
the Minnesota Fusion Center. 

Mission Statement: 

The mission of a TLO is to serve as a conduit of all-hazard information between the MN Fusion Center 
and members of the public safety community, public/private sector, and federal agencies. 

Certification Process: 

A. The prospective TLO must: Obtain approval from his/her unit commander or designee to participate 
in the program. 

B. Complete the appropriate Minnesota BCA Fusion Center, POST certified TLO course. 

Primary Duties and Responsibilities: 

1. “Share Information!” Coordinate all-crimes, all-threats and all-hazards information between their local 
agencies to the MN Fusion Center. The TLO is responsible for verifying that all agency personnel, with 
whom they share law enforcement sensitive information, have a valid need and right to know. 

2. To help their agency’s staffs identify and report legally obtained suspicious activity that may reveal a 
nexus to criminal activity and/or terrorism with the MN Fusion Center. 

3. To be able to identify possible crime trends within their jurisdiction and seek help from the Minnesota 
Fusion Center to further examine those crime trends and work together on solutions. 

4. Serve as the point-of-contact within their agencies for questions and information regarding 
terrorism/criminal information, terrorism/criminal-related suspicious activity reports, tips, leads and other 
all-hazard incidents. 

5. The TLO position is a collateral duty. The TLO shall not independently investigate suspicious 
activity reports, tips or leads unless it is within their departmental duties to do so. 

6. To maintain a working relationship with the Minnesota Fusion Center, to help facilitate the movement 
of terror/criminal related information to and from appropriate personnel..

He has been involved in responding to 
over 2000 local, regional, and national incidents. Much of his work has been involved in all elements of 
dealing with workplace violence from prevention strategies, threat assessments, response and 
recovery. He regularly provides consultation and training services to the private sector, hospitals, EMS, 
police and fire departments, state departments of Corrections, Public Health, Human Services, Public 
Safety, and Emergency Management. He is a certified emergency manager in the state of MN and 
involved as the coordinator of a new model of responding to called 3Echo: Hostile Event Response that 
is hosted through the Metropolitan Emergency Service Board.

A Threat Liaison Officer (TLO) is any peace officer, firefighter, emergency manager, EMS provider, 
federal agent, military investigative/intelligence personnel, or anyone in the public/private sector 
working closely with the public safety/homeland security community, who has been properly certified by 
the Minnesota Fusion Center. 

Mission Statement: 

The mission of a TLO is to serve as a conduit of all-hazard information between the MN Fusion Center 
and members of the public safety community, public/private sector, and federal agencies. 

Certification Process: 

A. The prospective TLO must: Obtain approval from his/her unit commander or designee to participate 
in the program. 

B. Complete the appropriate Minnesota BCA Fusion Center, POST certified TLO course. 

Primary Duties and Responsibilities: 

1. “Share Information!” Coordinate all-crimes, all-threats and all-hazards information between their local 
agencies to the MN Fusion Center. The TLO is responsible for verifying that all agency personnel, with 
whom they share law enforcement sensitive information, have a valid need and right to know. 

2. To help their agency’s staffs identify and report legally obtained suspicious activity that may reveal a 
nexus to criminal activity and/or terrorism with the MN Fusion Center. 

3. To be able to identify possible crime trends within their jurisdiction and seek help from the Minnesota 
Fusion Center to further examine those crime trends and work together on solutions. 

4. Serve as the point-of-contact within their agencies for questions and information regarding 
terrorism/criminal information, terrorism/criminal-related suspicious activity reports, tips, leads and other 
all-hazard incidents. 

5. The TLO position is a collateral duty. The TLO shall not independently investigate suspicious 
activity reports, tips or leads unless it is within their departmental duties to do so. 

6. To maintain a working relationship with the Minnesota Fusion Center, to help facilitate the movement 
of terror/criminal related information to and from appropriate personnel.

We hope you have the desire to develop as a Ground Control instructor for your 
agency. You must possess some background and basic experience in the use of force areas, and be in 
reasonably good to excellent physical condition. Additionally, you must attend as a representative of 
your employing agency, so you can fall under your regular insurance policy and carrier in the event of 
injury. 

Each person who attends should dress in comfortable, loose fitting clothing, with soft sole shoes (gym 
or tennis shoes). You should have available a protective mouth guard, knee and elbow pads, and as an 
option, a protective groin cup. At least one representative of each agency attending should bring a 
complete copy of your department Use of Force Policy.

The course provides law enforcement officers and firefighters with basic skills required in an initial fire 
scene investigation. Participants will learn about fire behavior and basic origin and cause investigation 
techniques, along with scene preservation, documentation and evidence collection. Legal aspects and 
arson motives are also covered in this first course of a two part series. 

Topics covered will include: 

- Legal consideration at fire scenes 

- Basic fire behavior & fire science 

- Physical evidence collection 

- Arson motives 

- The private & public fire investigator interface 

- Fire pattern recognition 

- Points of origin and the scientific method 

- Fatality fires 

- Basic report writing 

- Scene sketching and diagramming 

- Fire scene photography 
-Hazards, safety, and tools of the trade 

Notes: All students must be currently employed with a Law Enforcement or Fire Department. A fee of 
$25 will be charged to anyone who fails to cancel their registration at least 24 hours prior to the start of 
a class, or one business day in advance of classes beginning on Monday. Exceptions will be made for 
individuals unable to attend due to illness, or a family or work emergency. This is a three day course. 
Students are asked to bring scene diagramming equipment (i.e. pencils, paper, tape measure, ruler), 
photography equipment, a lap top computer (if available).
